' During the five hours of debate 
there was constant itération of Great 
Britain's intention to repay her debt 
to the United States, but no pains 
were spared to make clearly apparent 
jreat Britain's sacrifices in the war, 
her generous post-armistice attitude 
and her staggering burdens of taxa- 
tion. 

Sir Robert Horne, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, said Great Britain 
had no intention of suggesting any 
alteration of her financial obligations 
to the United States, that the Govern- 
ment recognized to the full Great 
Britain’s obligations to pay the debt 
“and we don’t mean in any shape or 
form to evade that obligation.” 

Sir Robert pointed out that the 
British debt was greater than that 
of any other nation, amounting to 
£7,766,000,000, compared with £3,- 
147,000,000 for the United States and 
£6,340,000,000 for France. The Brit- 
ish debt was £181 per head of the 
population, the French £162 and the 
United States £47, he showed, and 
in these circumstances it was im- 
possible to make the British tax- 
payer alone shoulder the payment of 
the war debts. 


“If only the nations which fought 
side by side in the war would be 
willing to regard their subscriptions 


to the war as contributions to the 
common success,” he continued, “we 
might have been able to rid the 
world of many causes of irrtiation 
and plant in the heart of humanity 
a new and inspiring hope.”

seventy-nine birds are being trapped 
in Canada this year on poultry breed. 
ers own plants. These birds are 
striving to lay at least one hundred 
and fifty (150) eggs each—and if pos- 
sible two hundred and twenty-five 
(225) eges or more—in fifty-two (52) 
consecutive weeks, and so win for 
their owners Record yof Performance 
Certificates covering in detail their 
performance for this year. 


These 11,679 hens represent only a 
very small proportion § of the total 
number of hens in Canada but they 
are the best birds chosen from the 
flocks of those engaged in pedigree 
breeding and-it_is from such stocks 
that our laying strains must come. 
Canada has some $4,340,474 head of 
poultry and from these our production 
is approximately 206,000,000 eggs. 
The majority of these birds are just 
“bred,” and by this we mean the 
mere setiing of so many eggs each 
year with no knowledge or desire for 
knowledge of the parent stock and 
only a very vague idea of the flock 
average. It really amounts to the 
rearing of a certain number of chicks 
to replace a certain number of birds 
marketed each year. Such is the 
breeding oflack of breeding of the 
majority of the thirty-four million odd 
hens in Canada. 

The breeding of the birds entered 
in the Record of Performance is very 
different and it is their story we wish 
to tell. in the laying season 1920-21 
there were 7,511 birds entered in 
Record of Performance and we find 
these entered by poultry specialists, 
farmer producers, public institutions, 
and those who might be termed 
hobbyists It is well to look in de- 
tail into the resulis obtained by these 
breeders because it is to them we 
must look for our pedigree breeding. 
Perhaps it might be well to describe 
each of these four Under 
the heading poultry specialists is in- 
cluded those men who are in the 
business commercially. The farmer 
producers are those who make farm- 
ing their chief occupation and

The hobby- 
ists ure of very varied occupations, 
but these people find something both 
profitable and interesting in poultry 
keeping. Under public institutions 
are included agricultural colleges and 
schools, experiment stations, public 
homes, etc.

The question is asked who are these 


hobbyists and why should their aver- 
age production and their percentage 
of birds qualifying be higher than the 
other classes? Included in the 
twenty-seven hobbyists, 
ures have been considered tn the first 
table we find a/medical doctor, a den- 
list, a banker, a clergyman, a mem- 
ber of parliament, an advertising 
agent, « university professor, a civil 
Servant, a spinster, a gentleman of 
leisure, ete. These people have in 
some cases the means, which enable 
them to enjoy a hobby, and in others 
the time necessary to follow the 
hobby and make it a further source 
of income. In any case, however, 
there must be a natural love for the 
hen and a vision full of productive 
possibilities. They are all pedigree 
breeding, which is the essential point 
and ia large measure it is to such 
breeders that we must look for our 
pedigree poultry. They keep poultry 
in the majority of instances in much 
smaller numbers than it is possible 
for those included In any of the other 
three classes, but numbers do not 
necessarily count in this important 
work. The crying demand at the 
present time in connection with our 
poultry industry is for economic pro- 
duction that can only be secured 
through the wider distribution of 
heavy laying strains of pure-bred poul- 
try and the more breeders we have 
with small flocks taking up this pedi- 
gree work the greater the extent of 
country covered and the greater the 
influence upon the balance of 
poultry keepers. 


our 


The poultry specialist is to be en- 
couraged but he will look after him- 
self as the business is his living. The 
farmer poultryman must be encourag- 
ed to increase his flock, and to change 
from the usual haphazard method of 
breeding mongrels to the breeding of 
pure-breg stock from good laying 
strains. The farmers has not the 
necessary time to do the pedigreeing 
but if the necessary educational work 
is done and the pedigree stock is 
available he will soon see the wisdom 
of taking advantage of the breeding 
work that has already been done. 
Our public institutions such as our 
agricultural colleges are doing a very 
necessary and useful work along poul- 
try breeding lines and this work 
serves the additional purpose of inter- 
esting students—other than those ac- 
tually following poultry courses—in 
the possibilities and importance of the 
industry.

Dr. C. W. Saleeby, one of the most 
famous of British physicians, says: 
“There is clear proof that, whether 
for the well or the ill, no indoor bath- 
ing establishments, however elabor- 
ate, nor any artificial light baths, how- 
ever expensive, have the same value 
Yor the human body as its natural en- 
vironment out of doors.” 

There are at least two “diseases of 
darkness”—tuberculosis and rickets. 
Occasional exposure of the body to 
sunlight and fresh air is the best pre- 
ventive of tuberculosis; in fact, the 
experience of the Qu’Appelle Sanator- 
jum demonstrates beyond doubt that 
sun baths actually cure stubborn 
cases of the disease, already advanced 
to a virulent stage. 

Outdoor bathing, especially for chil- 
dren and young people, during the 
summer months, is encouraged to the 
fullest possible extent, not only for 
the purpose of giving the youngsters 
a good time, but as an effective pre- 
ventive of the great white plague. 
Taking into consideration the econ- 
omic loss caused by such a disease as 
tuberculosis, the investment in out- 
door swimming pools is justified ‘en 
times over. 

While rickets is a disease of fairly 
rare occurrence in Western Canada, 
compared to the darkened slum dis- 
tricts of European cities, it is inter- 
esting to note that occasional expos- 
ure to sunlight is an effective preven- 
live of this disease also. Experiments 
with the young of wild animals con- 
fined in menageries- show that in the 
presence of light, even

It is clearly recognized, of course, 
that sudden and prolonged exposure 
to bright sunlight will produce painful 
and dangerous effects, but the ac- 
quirement of a good coat of tan dur- 
ing the summer is about the in- 
vestment in healih insurance that 
anyone can make.—Regina Post.

From Stubble Land 


One of the biggest problem 
fronting the grain growing farmers iu 
the dry-farming sections of the prairi« 
provinces is how to handle stubble 
land so that it will produce a reason 
able crop in the succeeding year. Fal! 
ploughing has fallen into disrepute in 
many districts and the farmers 
not plough land in the fall unless the 
soil is quite moist It has been 
found impossible to spring plough all 
stubble land, consequently “stubbling

Measuring Electricity 
Same As Used 
ing Water 


Method Is In Measur- 


The language of the electrician is 
Greek to most people. While he talks 
glibly of volts and amperes and watts, 
they know only that they have to pay 
an electric light bill for so many units, 
and let it go at that! 


Though electricity is not a fluid, 
most of its terms can be compared 
with water flowing through a pipe. 


Turn a streAm of water onto the pad- 
dles of a water-wheel-the work that 
the wheel will do depends upon two 
things—the amount of water deliver- 
ed every second and the pressure of 
the stream. The first is measured in 
gallons and the second in pounds. 

In the case of electricity, however, 
the rate at which it flows is measured 
in amperes and its pressure in volts. 
The work which it will do is found by 
multiplying amperes and volts togeth-

Government News 

Following the passing of the 
legislation making possible the 
operation of a Wheat board in 
Alberta; the legislature, in spec- 
ial session, prorogued Monday 
evening of last week, Tho in- 
demnity bill was passed pro- 
viding an indemnity of $250 for 
the special session, the amount 
having been raised from $200 
on the motion of Robert Pear- 
son, Independent, of Calgary, 
during the sitting of the house 
in committee. 


The department of agricul- 
ture is continuing its investiga- 
tion of the hay situation in the 
vorthern districts. No hay 
buyers have as yet been sent 
out by the government how- 
ever. When such hay buyers 
are sent out, they will be fur- 
nished with a letter in which 
their authority wlll be stated. 
No buyers at present in the 
field have any authority from 
the government. 


Wheat cutting has commen- 
ced at several points in the 
province, but will not become 
general until the next two 
weeks.

Various authorities in the 
Lethbridge district estimate 
that the production of all grains 
in Southern Alberta will total 
thirty-four million bushels th’s 
fall. 


A considerable reduction in 
the number of foreclosures on 
Southern Alberta farms has re- 
sulted as a consequence of re- 
cent provincial legislation, it is 
stated.

The Wheat Board 


Federal action to constitute 
the Canadian wheat board, fol- 
lowing the passing of concur- 
rent legislation by the legisla- 
tures of*tberta and Saskat- 
chewan, upon which the action 
by the Dominion government 
depends, is expected without 
delay, in order that the board 
may be appointed and have its 
machinery ready for operation 
by the time the 1922 wheat crop 
begins to move from theprairie 
provinces, 

The act passed by the Dom- 
inion government was to come 
into” effect on the passage of 
required legislation by ‘two or 
more provinces.” This was 
generally accepted as referring 
to Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
no such action having been ex- 
pected in Manitoba, owing to 
the then impending provincial 
elections. 

The board, when appointed, 
is to have its powers passed up- 
on by the governor-in-council, 
which means that the neces- 
sary regulations governing the 
marketing of wheat through 
this agency must pass as feder- 
al o1ders-in-council before they 
become effective. The matter 
of appointments to the board 
will, it is expected, be taken up 
by the cabinet without delay, 


/too numerous to mention. 


so thatthere will be no tie-up 
of grain in the farmers’ hands. 
Regulations likely to govern 
operations of the board and the 
status of the grain dealing ag- 
encies under these regulations 
were discussed in a conference 
between officials of the grain 
exchange and the minister of . 
trade and commerce, recently, 
and it is anticipated that when 
the new board is formed it will 
follow the lines laid down by 
its predecessor, the Canada 
wheat board of 1919, and use 
tne existing grain trade mach- 
inery for handling the crop.
